b. Except for the amounts appropriated from the General Revenue—Dedicated
Statewide Electronic Filing System Account No. 5157 as identified in Rider ___,
Statewide Case Management System, and in Rider ___, Contingency for Senate
Bill 325, elsewhere in the Office of Court Administration’s bill pattern, the Office
of Court Administration shall prioritize expenditures from the General Revenue—
Dedicated Statewide Electronic Filing System Account No. 5157 for vendor
contract payments to support the operation and maintenance of the statewide
electronic filing system.

c. Contingent upon Senate Bill 325 not being enacted, the funding identified in Rider
___, Contingency for Senate Bill 325, shall be used for vendor contract payments to
support the operation and maintenance of the statewide electronic filing system.

The proposed rider would require $350,000 in fiscal year 2020 from General Revenue-Dedicated
Statewide Electronic Filing System Account No. 5157 to the Office of Court Administration,
Texas Judicial Council, contingent on the enactment of Senate Bill 325, to establish and maintain
a central, computerized, and Internet-based registry for protective orders.

Required Action
On page 1V-26 of the bill pattern for the Office of Court Administration, Texas Judicial Council,
add the following contingency new rider:

Contingency for Senate Bill 325. Contingent on enactment of Senate Bill 325, or
similar legislation relating to protective orders by the 86™ Legislature, Regular
Session, the Office of Court Administration (OCA) shall use $350,000 out of
General Revenue-Dedicated Statewide Electronic Filing System Account No.
5157 from amounts appropriated in Strategy A.1.2, Information Technology, in
the bill pattern of the OCA in fiscal year 2020 to establish and maintain a
central, computerized, and Internet-based registry for protective orders.
